servedsuccess. A reference toour report of the proceedings at the Holborn 
Horse Repository will show how liberally exhibitors have been dealt with, A 
glance at the printed catalogue Will suffice to convince those who have not had 
an opportunity of visiting the exhibition how great was the interest manifested 
in the affair, and how auxious parties at all parts of the country have been fo 
add to its general high character. The number of animals entered was Cér- 
tainly very large, and each individual exhibitor sent in a dog of which he may 
have been proud. ‘These exhibitions will tend to greatly improve the breed of 
dogs, for they will bring on a spirit of emulation which could not be obtained 
by the mere bringing together at intervals of a few specimens, and confining their 
exhibition to professed fanciers. In sucha place as the Holborn Repository 
full scope is given for the development of the object in view, and we believe 
that hundreds have entered that building during the week without any particular 
motive, save to wile away an hour, and have left it with Something like a 
desire to become the owner of one or other of the noble specimens they haye 
seen; in fact, with a fancy for dogs. A great proof of the success of the 
present exhibition is the announcement of another, to take place in July next. 
This one will have a still more attractive character for Englishmen, being con- 
fined to sporting dogs; this scheme we think particularly wise on the part of 
its projectors, being more national in its peculiarity, and more likely to attract 
® greater number of exhibitors than if sporting dogs were to be mixed up in a 
show for every class. In a gencral exhibition it would be impossible to do 
Justice to the various classes of sportiig dogs which would be forthcoming if 
the inducement to send them were offered. They would of necessity in some 
- measure be overlooked; but in an exhibition contined to them alone we may 
expect @ noble assortihent drawn together by the inducement afforded by 
acceptable prizés and such general arrangements’ as may prové conzénial to 
the vast number of English owners. In the meantime we congratulate the 
committee on the success of the May exhibition.

THE PAST BATH MEETING AND THE COMING 
EPSOM GATHERINGS 


TuHE réunion at the fashionable city of Bath has passed over without a 
Derby favourite being “‘ knocked out"—strange to say, and the quotations on 
the all-absorbing event show but little alterations from the prices recorded 
in the return of Tattersall’s betting on Monday. The meeting was certainly 
the best in all points ever celebrated on the Lansdown; and the only 
Derby horses that have been affected by the running there are: Star 
of the West and Tolurno—the first-named of whom was found in- 
capable of giving 10lb. to Birdhill for the Trial Stakes on the 
first day, while Tolurno had to succumb to Olive Branch—a fact 
that precludes even the idea of an outside chance. Olive Branch carried 
out ‘the good opinion I expressed of her in my last letter by defeating the 
lot opposed to herin the three-yr. old Biennial, and fortune has again been 
favourable to me in my other selections, as I picked Corintha for the Western 
Stakes, and was the only turf writer, also, who gave Caractacus- for the 
Somersetshire Stakes. The running of the last-named is most extraordinary, 
for he died away to “nothing” at Chester and York, and on the occasion 
under notice he carried off the prize in the commonest of canters from a good 
field. Escape started in the two-yr. old Bienniel on Tuesday; but I must take 
leave to alter the good opinion I held of him last week, for he is decidedly 
“soft,” and is as faint-hearted a brute as ever stepped on an English race- 
course. ; 

The Grand Epsom Carnival will take place on Wednesday next, and from 


the number of foreigners and Exhibition visitors at present in the metropolis, 


we may expect to see more than the average attendance on the Downs. tf 
shall notice the events to be decided in the order of their importance, and 
commence with the Derby, for which we may expect to find a larger nuriber 
of runners than usual, judging from the quantity who have found their way 
into the quotations, At the time I am writing, the subjoined list may be taken

The above, I should think, are pretty certain to run, though great doubt, at 

resent,-exists as to the riders, and the field may be increased by the addition of 

alesman, Chirssy le Roi, Welcome Carisbrook, Menla,’Alchymist, Exchequer, 
the Typpee colt, and Brighton; neither of whom, however, are capable of 
affecting the result. In my last letter Lbriefly stated my impressions respecting 
the event, and the proceedings at Bath has not in the least affected the 
opinion I then expressed as to the ultimate issue. John Scott will have 
four representatives at least, but, after the Two Thousand form*™exhibited 
by The Marquis, it is hardly to be anticipated that either Malek, Van- 
guard, or Ace of Clubs will prove his superior on the day, though Mr. 
Henery’s horse was heayily backed on the journey home from Bath on Wéd- 
nesday, when two or three outsiders came prominently into notice—Warminster 
and Caractacus to wit. The former of these, it is said, has improved wonder- 
fully in private; but though he showed well at Warwick, I cannot think him 
class enough for the Derby; and the. same may be said of Star of 
the West, Schehalliou, and Lord Burleigh. Neither Nottingham, nor the 
Stockwell colt will be able to turn the tables on The Marquis, and many good 
judges are of opinion that the Clarissa colt will turn out the best of Lord 
Glasgow’s lot—an opinion that I do not share. Sir Joseph Hawley may start 
his three—Argonaut, St. Alexis, and Duke Rollo; but the betting points to the 
last named as the worst of the trio, and whichever represents the stable 
of the other two must be handy, though I confess they are not so fit 
as they might be made. Neptunus is also bound to go well, but I 
doubt his capability to beat Zetland, and there is yet a chance of their 
respective parties swimming in the same boat. Cellarius wants ‘more 
time, and Ellangowan and Norry are not backed now, so that it is to be pre- 
sumed their partisans are not so confident as they were, and, despite the show 
made by Caractacus at Bathon Wednesday, he is too uncertain ah animal to be 
trusted, though he will do better with a man on his back than the lads who have 
had the handling of him in the handicaps.

HOW LITIGANT AND ean PUGILISTS OUGHT TO BE 

In the Court of Exchequer, on Wednesday last, before Mr. Baron Wilde, was 
tried the action of Mosley v. Clement; and we feel a pleastire in expressing 
our gratification at the result, as the details will show it was but a dastardly 
endeavour to get back stakes which the litigant parties knew to be fairly lost. 
It is to be hoped that this very proper verdict will deter others from entering 
courts of law under such unwarrantable circumstances. 

This was an action brought by the plaintiff, Richard Mosley, @ pugilist, 
against the defendant, the publisher of Bell’s Life in London, to recover the 
sum of £25 for money had and received by the defendant under the following 
circumstances :—The plaintiff had backed himself to contend with one Robert 
Kendrick in a pugilistic encounter for £25 a side, which was appointed to take 
place on the 24th of December last, and the usual articles and agreement 
were entered into. The amount of the deposit was duly made and acknow- 
ledged in Bell’s Life of the 17th of November, the remaining second, third, 
and last deposit acknowledged on the 22nd of December. On the day 
appointed the match came off, when a person named Harrison, of Market- 
place, Mansfield, was appointed referee. The fight resulted in the plaintiff 
being, in sporting phraseology, knocked out of time -when his seconds 
threw up the sponge and he was carried out of the ring, and Kendrick 
declared the winner. Some dispute arose out of the terms and con- 
duct of the fight, and it was alleged notice was given to the defen-

Tis exhibition, which since last year has assumed pro- 
portions bordering on the gigantic, opened at the Holborn 
Horse Repository, on Monday last, under the most. favour- 
able auspices. It was a perfect gala day for Holborn, for 
crowds flocked about the neighbourhood of the show all 
day, and the houses in its immediate vicinity were gaily de- 
corated with many-coloured flags. Over the entrance to the 
repository was an immense illumination of dogs of various 
breeds, and the passage to the place of exhibition was 
papered neatly and graced with medallions of dogs; in 
fact, the whole scene was of a most lively and attractive 
character. Within the building one is at first quite bewil- 
dered by the multiplicity of barks and bays, and the nume- 
fous wire -cages set out in rows containing dogs of every 
conceivable variety, from the noble bloodhound, “cribbed, 
cabined, and contined” in the limits awarded him, to the 
lazy little Maltese quite at home and apparently callous to 
all thatis goingon around him. A particular feature in this 
exhibition is the specimens of Japanese dogs, of which there 
are nine; they are fat, lazy-looking fellows, without any 
particular points of elegance that we could discover. The 
Esquimaux dogs are well represented ; one of their number 
is quite a lion in his way—we do not, however, mean in the 
literal sense of the word. This dog is named * Etah,” and is 
rather a patriarch of the canine world: he was bred by 
Hans Christian, and is the only surviving dog brought home 
by Dr. Kane, the American explorer, after his expedition 
in search of Sir John Franklin. There are several beautiful 
specimens of the St. Bernard dogs, two of which ‘*Guy 
and “Venus” the property of R. Hopkins, Esq., of Enscote, 
form the subject of one of our engravings this week; they 
are now two years old, but the picture from which our en- 
graving is taken was painted at the time the dogs had only 
attained the age of nine months. Connected with these 
dogs is an idea prevalent in the minds of many which we 
want to disabuse, and that is that St. Bernard dogs aresmooth 
coated, similar to our English mastiff. This popular impres- 
sion hasno doubt arisen from the fact that in Sir E. Landseer’s 
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May 31, 1862. 


picture of the avalanche a smooth dog is represented. ‘True there are dogs about St. Bernard 
smooth as silk, but these are Alpine mastiffs, and not the true breed of the convent of St. 
Bernard. The dog which the late Albert Smith brought from the convent was a rough dog. 
The pure breed is now scarce on account of the dogs of the convent having died some years 
back, since which time they are now breeding from English mastiffs; therefore, the subjects of 
our illustration are worthy being placed before our readers, not only from their beauty, but from 
the fact of their scarcity. No. 353, a beautiful Maltese dog belonging to Mr. Mandeville, is one 
of the finest specimens in the exhibition. He has repeatedly carried off, as on this occasion, the 
first prize for dogs of his class. No. 64, the first prize Newfoundland dog, is a noble specimen; 
he is brother to the famous “ Baltic’ who, after carrying off innumerable prizes, at last fell a victim 
to a deadly drug administered by some unknown hand. - The general show of Newfoundland dogs 
is particularly good. Retrievers do not look up so well. To look at the large number of bull dogs 
exhibited, no one would believe that the breed was declining; there are some of the flnest specimens 
of the class in the present exhibition possible to conceive; they are in great variety, and completely 
repudiate the vile caricatures of the class put forth by continental artists as the legitimate 
article. By the way, on Tuesday the non-affection these English bull-dogs have for one another 
was strongly exemplified, for on one of them being taken out of his cage fora run to stretch his 
limbs, his next door neighbour knocked down the front of his temporary residence with the 
greatest possible ease, and pounced upon the released animal with a suddenness and ferocity 
which would lead one to believe that the object of his attack must have been his mortal foe for 
whom he had been waiting some time, and had at last had the satisfaction of serving out, The 
object of this unprovoked assault and hattery case took his shark nip very calmly, licked his jaws with 
the air of injured innocence, and retired to his cage with a contemplative and but half satisfied air, quite 
a study to look upon. The finest mastiff in the exhibition, and the finest we ever saw, is undoubtedly 
the bitch “ Duchess,” the property of Edgar Hanbury, Esq.: her age is1 year 3 months, by Mr, R. 
Andsel’s “‘ Lion” — dam ‘‘Empress,” by Mr. Williams’ ‘‘ Monarch”—g. d. ‘‘ Countess.” She now weighs 
102lb. When only in her ninth month she weighed no less than 90lb. Her mother ‘“« Empress, samo 
owner, took the second prize, and is a fine specimen. ‘‘ Empress” is valued at 100, “Duchess” at £200. 
Terriers ineyery variety were well represented, and the whole of the fancy varieties had one or more

not visited it, particularly our foreign friends, to go to-day 
and see what England can produce in the way of dogs. 
There can be little doubt that these annual events will 
greatly tend to extend and improve the various breeds it 
is desirable for sporting and fancy purposes to propagate 
in this country. Thata society having for its object this 
consummation should be well patronised we cannot too 
strenuously advocate, and that it is well patronised is a fact 
on which we beg to congratulato those concerned in it. 
Of course a society but two years in existence is still in 
its infancy; butthe proportions it has so suddenly assumed 
shows how necessary it is, and how readily the public 
will support anything for the general good, or furtherance 
of any particular praiseworthy object. Mr. William Bar- 
rett, the obliging secretary, was on Tuesday inundated 
with communications from parties complaining that Sky 
terriers had been entirely overlooked, and no prizes awarded 
the beautiful specimens exhibited ; reference to our classi- 
tication will at once prove that these representations are 
entirely unfounded, and originate in some mistake, Whilst 
on this subject we may express our entire approval of all 
the awards; the judges have certainly carried out their un- 
thankful task in a spirit of fairness, and in many critical in- 
stances have discriminated with the nicest judgment. There 
will be an exhibition of sporting dogs in July, full particu- 
lars of which will appear in these columns in due course.

veteran Harry Clasper), and George 
Drewitt, of Chelsea, for £200 a side, 
had, as might be expected, created a 
great deal of interest among the 
boating communities of the north, 
and notwithstanding the fact that 
Drewitt had beaten the celebrated 
Harry in a great match a couple of 
years ago, short odds were laid on 
the young one against the southern 
erack. 

Drewitt had been in training re- 
cently at Scotswood, and J. H. Clasper 
under the care his father. Tho 
race was flxed for a quarter before 
two o'clock, and shortly before that 
hour all the usual places of resort 
on the occasion of great boat racos 
were thronged with spectators. Tho 
Old Tyne Bridge and the High Level 
Bridge, both on the roadway and on 
the railway, and even on the arched 
girders, were crowded, while the 
quays, jetties, gangways, the win- 
dows, and here and there the house- 
tops, contained their quota of spec- 
tators. The steamboats lay off the 
Old Mansion House at the foot of 
an antiquated yard in tho oldest part 
of the the town, called the “Janel 
Groupe,” and the Garibaldi, the 
official boat, was on the outside of 
them all. Consequently a great deal 
of crowding arose here before tho 
thirteen steamers that were in 
attendance got thoir passengers on 
board. At a quarter to two punc- 
tually, Clasper appeared on the river 
in his light and graceful skiff, but 
it was not until some few minutes 
later that Drewitt became visible; 
further delay was caused by the 
absence of Drewitt’s umpire; but 
upon Mr, Wilson, of London, taking 
that post the men were brought 
together. Mr. Henry Clasper was 
umpire for his son; Mr. G. T..Tinn 
was referee; and among those who 
witnessed the race was Chambers, 
the champion. It should here 
be premised that a strong west 
wind rendered tho river rather “lumpy,” and there was a tolerably heavy 
swell on, both of which circumstances were in favour of the loca} 
man, who, though not possessing the physical strength of the other, hes 
@ vast amount of skill in riding over rough water. Both men appeared in 
good spirits at tho start, but immediately on their getting off the difference in 
their peculiar powers became apparent. Clasper, by a few bold, vigorous, 
and well-applied strokes, shot his boat a couple of lengths ahead in almost as 
many seconds, while Drewitt, with more strength but less skill, had already 
shipped a quantity of water. This bothered him so much that he was in dan- 
ger of being capsized, and after going 100 yds in an apparently sluggish man- 
ner he went close to the shore and stopped his boat while he baled out the 
water in her with his hands. Clasper meanwhile pulled away as fast as he 
could through the rough water and past hundreds of cheering people on hoth 
sides of tho river, and by the time that Drewitt was fairly under weigh again 
the northman was fully 100 yds ahead. After this Drewitt seemed to loso 
heart, and his style of pulling, as contrasted with that of his opponent, seemed 
singularly inanimate and slow. By the time they reached Clasper's boai- 
house, J. H. was fully 300 yds before Drewitt; and tho latter, indeed, seemcd 
to make no effort until he came to the meadows, when, finding the water 
smoother, he laid himself to his oars, and seemed to gain a little ground. 
But he was unable to make any material difference in his position, and Clasper 
ultimately pulled under the Scotswood Bridge fully a quarter of a mile beforo 
his opponent. The distance from the Mansion House to the Scotswood Bridge 
is about threo and a half miles, and. the time occupied was half an hour. The 
betting at the start was 6 to 4 on Clagpor, and after the start any odds might 
have been obtained against Drewilt.

PEDESTRIANISM. 


GREAT £100 WALKING MATCH BETWEEN MILES, 
- OF BRIXTON, AND OLIVER, OF CHELSEA, 


THE pedestrian event of the week in the Metropolitan Circuit has evidently 
been the long-pending eight mile match, for £100 a side, between James Miles, 
of Brixton, and Joseph Oliver, of Chelsea. 
evening at Mr. John Garratt’s, the Copenhagen Grounds, Wandsworth, and 
attracted together about 2,500 spectators of the highest respectability, including 
a strong muster of turfites from Tattersall’s, who were specially interested in 
the match. The course had to be traversed 32 times; and the Chelsea repre- 
sentative, on whom 6 and 7 to 4 was freely laid, had the advantage of receiving 
14 minutes’ start. an 

Miles’. first performance was with one Harris, a noyice like himself, from 
Brixton. This was a two mile walk, which he won, three years back, at 
Croydon. He next defeated Fletcher, of St. George’s, ten miles, at Garratt- 
lane; then gave Bailey two minutes, in ten miles, at Garratt-lane, following 
up this success by defeating John Hotine at the same place, two years back, 
for £20 a side, in a four mile match. He next won a handicap at Garratt-lane, 
defeating eighteen others. In the same year he won the belt at. Wolver- 
hampton, three miles, in 21m. 15sec.—extraordinary good time. His. first 
defeat was by William Spooner, for £50 a side and. the championship. This 
was a fourteen mile match, at Brompton, in which he did the distance in 
3m. 13sec. under the two hours. Won a handicap sweepstakes, beating 
eighteen others, at Copenhagen Grounds, Wandsworth, the 14th of April. 

He was born at East Grimstead, in Sussex; weighs 9st 8lb; in altitude is 
7ft, 7}in., and will be 22 years of age on the 24th of July next. 

Joseph Oliver was born on the 18th of March, 1839.. He beat T. Hewitt, of 
Chelsea, on the Milshot-road, at the latter end of 1860, in a four mile walk; 
won a two-mile walk with Oliver, of Pimlico, for £5 a side, at Brompton, six 
months after, He next proved victorious in a ten mile handicap, at Brompton, 
last Easter Monday, beating Thomas, the Salopian, who was 2nd, Miles of Brix- 
ton, 8rd, Myers, of Newmarket, and several others. Won.athree-mile handicap at 
Upper Holloway, on Easter Wednesday last, defeating Myers, Bennett, Fur- 
nace, &. &. He also beat William Hatley, of the City, four miles, at Bromp- 
ton, for £10 aside. He has been defeated by Spencer, of Kensington, six 
miles, Spencer having half a mile start, for £10 a side, and by George Davis, 
of Battersea, in a seven mile spin, on Boxing Day, for £20 a side, Davis receiv- 
ing one minutes’ start, at Brompton. His height is 5ft 82in. 

The start was effected soon after seven o'clock. Oliver, who had been 
trained at Ewell, Surrey, and looking in magnificent condition, being waited 
upon by his brother John and Reuben Mold. | Miles looked in the full flush of 
rude vigorous health, having been taking daily exercise, in company with 
William Lang, of Middlesbro’, at Garratt-lane. His trainer now waited upon 
him. Mr. Thomas, of pigeon shooting celebrity, officiated as referee. Oliver 
gained as near 400 yds start as possible in the start given, and then the other 
got away at the given signal, affording a strong contrast in the style of each 
others walking. At one anda half miles Oliver was still in front—interest 
great—tremendous cheering from adherents of both parties. At two and a 
quarter miles Miles gained 150 yds. At three miles 250 was gained by him. 
Now came on some tall walking on the part_of Miles. To this point Joe never 
made a spurt, while the other was covering his miles in rapid walking, albeit 
fair toe and heel action, although there was a species of lumbering style 
which did not exactly please his patrons. At four and a half miles they both 
got in the straight together, at the hedge side of the old sprint course, 120 yds 
alone separating them. Now the match became additionally exciting—the re- 
peated ovations louder and more frequent. The space sepafating the com- 
petitors grew gradually less for the next lap, when Oliver surprised everyone 
by putting on a tremendous spurt, and got advantageously forward; and there 
were loud cries from Joe's party, ‘‘They’ll never catch him.” They had now 
completed five miles and a half, Oliver walking easy. At the 24th lap Oliver 
was leading about eighty yards. At the termination of the thirtieth lap 
Miles made another of those vigorous spurts and gave his man the go-by, 
amidst. the reiterated cheers of the assembled company. .He was never 
headed, and won easily by twenty yards, the winner’s time being officially re- 
turned a8 mentioned underneath in tabular form, although Mr. Garratt timed 
the distance as having been completed in 1h. 34min.

This, the first of the great county matches of the season, opened at the 
Kennington Oval on Monday last. Surrey went in first, on ground heavy 
with the morning rains. The Yorkshire bowling was perfectly first-rate in 
the hands of Slin and Hodgson, aided by Atkinson; Caffyn alone success- 
fully resisted it, and in making his 49 he had 3 escapes. 

The Yorkshire- point and others stop balls courageously and well, but they 
don’t hold them as catches so well.as Surrey. The four first Surrey wickets 
fell in this inning for 17. Then there was a spring by Caffyn, and 30 on for 5, 
59 for 7, 65 for 8, 69 for.9 wickets. Mr. Miller then joined Caffyn, and the pair 
put on 40 runs for the last wicket, 107. The Yorkshire fielding was then a 
little off, 

Yorkshire then made a good inning of 145, the Surrey bowling being very 
moderate. Stephenson took Anderson’s wicket with a ‘‘no ball,” after which 
Anderson put on 2 lot of runs. si, - 

Caffyn caught Rowbotham finely with one hand, running back forit, and atlast 
“Billy” went on to bowl. Sewéll toolt a spell at 48 on, for Griffiths. Stephenson 
and Mr. Miller also bowled, but not sticeessfully. It was thought Caffyn should 
have gone on earlier. Iddisomw made & good innings of 42, but was missed a 
catch and run out also, tho he batted very well. 129 for 8 wickets were 
scored when play closed on Monday night; 16 were added on Tuesday, when 
the innings Glosed for 145, Surtey then took her second innings, which 
differed at start little from her first. The bowling was as jfine as ever, and as 
half the Surrey wickets fell for 37 it became generally felt that Surrey this time 
at ahy rate was in fora “‘larruping.” Lockyer and Sewell then defended the 
wickets with rare force: and art, Lockyer making ‘a 5, 4 for 4, two 3's, &., 
while Sewell, sustaining him well, put on two for 4, 43, four 2’s, &. They put 
on no less than 71 runs before they were parted, and made a win just possible 
for Surrey—in short, brought the match out of the fire. Parted they hardly 
were, for both fell at 115 on.» The last two wickets then fell feebly for 117, the 
innings being virtually over when the two Tommies retired. Iddison tried his 
slows, but it was useless, Locltyer hit them as all else, splendidly, amid much 
cheering. Halton kept the wicket all this innings very well. The Yorkshire 
men found themselves with 80 runs to get to win. On Wednesday they began 
the task of rubbing them off. But it was at once clear that Surrey’s ‘ dander’’ 
was up, and that ske meant a dear victory to her ‘opponents if it could not be 
won bg herself, Sufrey then proved the truth of the French critic’s remarks, 
Mr. Sharrer, on cricket, as illustrating the value of field sports’on Englishmen. 
Resolutély, ¢leverly, and irresistibly Surrey turned the match against hor 
opponents, and beat them by 35 runs. We never saw the Surrey men 
more determined to spoil their opponents. Lockyer exerted all his craft, 
and much more than his usual activity; he danced, clutched, and doubled 
over and round the wicket and the ball as we never saw him before. Mark! 
he took three wickets this way. He was well sustained by Sewell and Caffyn, 
Surrey’s best bowlers, who were now wisely put.on from the first. Caffyn 
bowled with rare ability, and the trio bothered the Yorks’ bats thoroughly, and 
ultimately got rid of them for but 44 ruans—above 100 less than Yorks previous 
innings, affording another and striking illustration of Surrey’s power, to win 
back on the last innings the losses of the first.
